throughout the country. 

Newell completed a trip of closed) 
inspection along the aqueduct tast 
Thursday Writing to Chief Engineeram

tion, the reclamation director says: 
POINTS THAT IMPRESS. 
“The city of Los Angeles ts to be 
congratulated on the remarkable 
progress and excellence of its work 
on the saeueduct. I have visited 
most of the lerge undertakings of 
this kind in the United States and 
have seen none which are comparable 
in the apparent economy and efficiency] 
of the operations. Great care is evi- 
dently being taken in all details and 
yet there is no undue elaboration. I 
am particularly impressed with the 
saving resulting from the use of tufa 
cement and the ingenuity displayed 
in overcoming obstacles or turning 
them to advantage. Few undertak- 
ings of this magnitude can be found 
in which there is such.a conspicuous 
absence of merely ornamental feate- 
ures. The more important or diff_i- 
cult works are safely installed out 
of sight and away from injury, oF 
are plain and solid, designed for use 
and permanence. The engineering 
plans and organization show evidence 
of great care and skill, having the 
simplicity which marks the highest 
development. As time goes on the 
citizens of Loe Angeles must appreci- 
ate more and more the forethought, 
devotion and ability of the men whe 
initiated and have carried forward 
this work, upon which rests most of 
the future growth and prosperity of 
the’ city.”

ermment under his direction carrying 
out profects that involve the expendi- 
ture of $30,000,000, and in the past 
nine years he has directed the ex< 
penditure of $30,000,000 beside thagt 
now being laid ott.

Newell, who is accompanied by 
First Assistant Engineer Adams, of 
the Reclamation Service, is princi- 
pelly interested In the Los Angeles 
Aqueduct as an engineering project, 
as are other engineers, who have 
come from all parts of this country 
and from Europe to make a study of 
the work and the methods adopted.

cate several thousand acres of land 
in Iron county, Utah, 250 miles west 
of Salt Lake. 

The crux of the argument to induce 
would-be investors to maké entries 
was that under thé Smoot amendment 
t6 the act above méntionéd it Was 
not nécessary for the énirymen to live 
on the land or personally to look af- 
ter the improvements provided for 
by law, it was aliegéa. The ruling of 
the Secretary is that the land either 
must be improved by the entrymen, 
or such work must be supervised per- 
sonally by efitrymen. The pro- 
visions of the law as to desert land 
entries in Utah are the same as in 
California, except that one person may 
enter fof pateht 320 acres instead of 
160, as thé law in Califortila.

Many Juggle With Death on 
Street Crossings. 


Near-Coroner’s Jobs Because 
of Foolish Haste. 


Fifth and Broadway Presents

't is Pemarkable that. with the ever-. 


increasing crowds on the streets, so 
few persons are killed or injured at 
the crossing. The number who have 
ttartiing escapes is legion. 

An hour spent at almost any one of 


the busy crossings on Broadway, 
Spring. or Main streets, during the 
rush periods of the day, is enough to. 
Tring about a case of nervous pros-. 
tration. Most of the uneasiness is | 
ecrasione’ by the foolishness of the. 


pedestriins themselves — usually 
women. Many of them either lack 
judgment or are foolishly reckless. | 


Occasionall; one is seen cornered in| 
the middie of the street, who seems | 
to think herseidf smart because she | 
hae compelled a street car or an 
automobile to stop in order that she. 
may not be crushed to death, but she. 
Goesn't consider the nervous strain | 
the has occasioned to the driver of 
the crossing policeman 
or the people who looked on. 

There seems to be no question 
ahout the efficiency of the whistle 
system, but pedestrians should con- 
sider ‘tt chligatory upon themselves 
to obey, juet as vehicles are required 
te obey—especially in the case of 
women or old persons. Occasionaliy 
the officer is careless and catches 
people in the middle of the street, 
but this would not occur if pedes- 
trians habitually obeyed the signals. 

A case of this kind occurred vee 
terday at Fifth and Broadway. One 
blast of the whistle opened traffic 
Seross Lroedway, and among those 
who started to cross were two old 
ladies, and an old gentleman. Just 
they got between the railway 
tracks, the policeman, his back to- 
ward them, gave two blasts of his 
whistie to etart the traffic north and 
sovth. Instantly cars and automo- 
biles, wagons and motorcycles, shot 
in both directions, “pocketing’’ the 
three old persons in a most dangerous 
pesition. In this instance, the motor- 
man anid chauffeurs at the south 
crossing seemed to have; littie or neo 
regard for the lives of /the unfortu- 
nates, who, stood there trembiing 
while the traffic whizred past thom 
in both directions. 

It wasn’: a minute later whem a 
care of the other kind occurred. The 


biew his whistle twice, start- 


ing two long lines of cars and auto- | 
mcbiles aorth and south. At the} 
fSkme inetant, more than a dozen | 


_ women and half as many men started | 


across Broadway. were caught be- | 
tween the two lines of vehicles, and 
had to stand between them whiie 
they passed, at the imminent risk of 
life and limb. Had the wind  0oc- 
casioned by a‘ passing car drawn the 
skirte of one of the women against | 
the step of the car on the opposite | 
side. it micht have cost more than 
one life. Uf these persons had waited 
on the cur> for half a minute or 
less, one blast of the whistle would 
have permitted them to cross Broad- 
Way with ease and safety. 

With utter disregard for the life 
of herself and child, a young 
mother deliberately pushed 
baby-cart off the curb and started 
fcross the street at the moment the 
signal was given for traffic to move 
north orc south. She pushed the 
cart right out in front of a car while 
several automobiles dodged, to save 
killing the mother and child, and the 
car came to a full stop for the same 
recson. Then she leisurely went on 
ecross, looking neither to the right 
mor the left. as if nothing unusual 
had occurred. Had she, waited for 
the proper signal. she could have 
crossed with her baby without the 
slightest peri!, and saved others | 
alarm atid trouble. 

A startlint incident occurred at 
Fifth and- Broadway. on Friday aft- 
ermnoon which so nearly resulted in 
the death. of a woman, who in de- 
fance of the signal and witli an wteae} 
lack of jude:nent. attempted to cross 
Twoadway ofter the traffic had been 
started north and south, that she has 
probably not yet fully recovered her 
equilibrium. A car going south had 
parsed the widdie of the street and 
one going worth just atarte.i, 
when the woman undertook to rush 
hetween then. That was bad enough, 
but what was worse, her feet slipped 
from under her and she fell pros- 
trate betwecn the two cars, both of 
which stopped ajmost instantly, with 
their fender-ends flush with the 
crossing. If the prostrate woman 
had rolled over to either eide she 
would have been crushed. While 
everybody stood aghast, she got up 
and limped off into the crowd, anx- 
lous to escape the remarks made on 
every side, in which the word “foo!” 
seemed to be conspicuous. 

Incidents of this —_ 
plied over and over. People in gen- 
eral need to acquaint themselves 
with the extremely simple rule that 
one blast of the policeman’s whistle 
means that traffic may move east and 
west and two blasts ,.that it may 
move north and south’ If pedestrians 
as well as vehicles obeyed nobody 
sould be likely to meet with acct.

| South Dakota, where the mileage 
mainly single track, runs through a 
prairie country and there are no ex- 
tensive tefminals, the valuations have 
been less than the railroad capitaliza- 
tion assignable to these States on a 
mileage basis. On the other hand, in 
other States,.such as Minnesota and 
Washington, where there are exten- 


uations exceeded the capitalizations. 
“The idea that an appraisal of the 


rates and earnings is due to a lack 
of knowledge of the factors which 
the courts have held must be consid- 
ered. For example, many persons 
think it should be-based on what the 
roads originally cost. In hfs famous 
decision in the Minnesota rate case, 
Judge Sanborn specifically held that 
valuation must be based upon what 
it would cost to produce the roads at 
the present time. The investigation 
of the Minnesota Conrmission showed 
that it cost 75 per cent. more for 
land for railway terminals in cities 
and three times as much to secure 
it in the rural districts for railway 
purposes as for other purposes. Judge 
Sanborn held, contrary to the con- 
tention of the Commission, that val- 
uation must be based on what it 
would cost now to secure the land 
for railway purposes. Similarly, the 
Supreme Court held that if the prop- 
erty of a public utility corporation had 
increased in value since it was ac- 
quired, this increase must be consid- 
ered in determining the reasonable- 
ness of its rates. 

“Now, the railways of California 
have valuable terminals at Los An- 
geles and San Francisco and other 
citles. They have built largely 
through a mountainous country where 
construction is expensive. Much of 
their right of way is through terri- 
tory where land is worth hundreds 
and even thousands of dollars per 
acre. The roads are, taken as a 
whole, in extraordinarily good von- 
dition. Thousands of dollars per 
mile have been used in  ballasting 
them, in laying heavier rail, in sub- 
stituting steel bridges for wooden 
tresties, in installing block signals 
and in buying the most modern equip- | 
ment. It is a safe guess, therefore, | 
that, taking them as a whole, a val- | 
vation, if made in accordance with | 
the rulings of the courts, would great- 
ly exceed the part of their capitaliza- 
tion assignable to this State. If the 
valuation was not made in accordance 
with the decisions of the courts, liti- 
gation would nullify it, as it has a}- 
ready in Minnesota.”

Rodgers to Leave for Pasa- 


TRY IT AGAIN. 


dena This Morning. 


Defective Engine Almost 
Causes Serious Accident. 


His Machine Has Been Re- 
butt Seven Times. 


BRANNING, Nov. 4.—<Aviator Cal- 
praith Perry Rodgers’s coast-to-coast 
flight was temporarily brought to a 
halt here today when a leaky radiator 
developed while flying high over the 
peaks of the San Bernardino range, 
threatened to work serious injury to 
the engine of his aeroplane. Rodger» 
landed in a field on the edge of town, 
at 12:55 o'clock, dropping in a beau- 
tiful spiral glide from an altitude of 
1000 feet. | 

After landing Rodgers discovered 
that his gasoline tank had sprung a 
leak and that its contents were nearly 
gone. Had he failed to alight at Ban- 
ning it is believed he would have met 
with a serious mishap through hav- 
ing to land in the mountainous region 
to the westward. 
In an attempt to continue his fight 
to Pasadena, where he had been: in- 
formed that several tholusand people 
had gathered to welcome him, Rod- 
gers assumed charge of the work of 
repairing his craft. For more than 
two hours he toiled and at 4 o'clock 
announced that he was ready to go. 
But an attempt to rise failed because 
of a faulty carburetor, and after seve 
eral ineffectual attempts to remedy 
the fault had been made, further flight 
for the day was called off. Rodgers 
and his men toiled until almost dark 
over the balky engine. At that time it 
was announced the machine was in 
good condition again and that flight 
would be resumed early tomorrow. 
When Rodgers arose at Impertal 
Junction this morning he was confi- 
dent that before night he would have 
brought his long journey to an end 
at Pasadena. He tried for an early 
start, but found the place where he 
had landed not suitable, owing to an 
adverse wind, and accordingly more 
than an hour was lost while members 
of the party scoured the surround 
plains in search of a more leve 
place. This was finally found at the 
edge of the Salton Sea, three miles 
away, and after the «aeroplane had 
been trundied there he got away to a 
good start at 10 o'clock. He came 


a fault in his engine, and at 10:45 was 
off on his way weat. 
In the face of a strong headwind 
Rodgers made good time until his step 
at Banning. Banning is eighty-one 
miles from Pasadena. 
Rodgers planned tonight to fly the 
rest of his journey by easy stages, 
reaching Pasadena some time in the 
afternoon. Should he carry out this 
schedule he will have flown 4212 miles 
mn approximately eighty hours. As a 
joke, tie weighed today, and found 
that he had lost twenty pounds on his 
trip, although he has enjoyed the best 
of health since he started. He weighed 
172 pounds. Unless further mishap 
should fob him of one or the other, 
Rodgers @ill complete his flight with 
the sarfie vertical rudder and the 
same drip pan with which he started.

The retort was in- 
stant and proper: “Yes, and then you get up here and 
boast about it.” The point is that in finding fault with 
the largesses of his brother millionaires he placed a 
halo upon the brow of Mr. Crane. 

As to the investigation made by this generous million- 
alre before he indulged in his sweeping criticism of the 
colleges we are In thé dark. But we do not hesitate to 
say that if he visited many American colleges and found 
things as he reportell he must have either happened 
among the very worst sets at these institutions or must 
have been in a condition himself “to see double.” It is 
not on record that this good man is ever found out late 
“with the boys,” or returns late in a state of “how did 
you come so.” 

American colleges are in the limelight al! the time. 
No person at all intimately conversant with their work- 
ings and who knew them fifty years ago can fall to rec- 
ognize that great changes have taken place. Up to the 
middie of the last century these institutions were 
mostly directly under very close religious influence. A 
good many of them were so narrow in their moral polli- 
cles that the use of intoxicating liquors by the students 
was strictly forbidden. In many of them the same pol- 
icy prevailed as to the use of tobacco. Card playing 
and other games of chance were taboo. Attendance 
upon religious worship was exacted of every young man 
who attended these colleges. 

We have used the word “narrow” above in no con- 
demnatory sense. The policy pursued by these col- 
leges may have been much better than those that have 
taken its place. The American colleges of the early 
part of the last century justified their existence by_the 
erudite scholars they turned out and the clean lives of 
most of their graduates. No doubt the policies were 
highly approved by 90 per cent. of all the fathers and 
mothers of the youths who attended these institutions. 
But how about the young men themselves? 

Here we arrive at the reason why the authorities of 
the colleges changed so radically from the stricter polli- 
cies of their predecessors. The young men of America 
simply would not endure such strict discipline. Ameri- 
cans at this time began visiting Europe in considerable 
numbers, the numbers increasing with each passing 
year. Many families went with their young men and 
boys. It was also thought by many Americans that the 
universities-of England and of the continent of Europe 
afforded opportunities for a finished education superior 
to that to be had in our own country. The young men 
who went to Oxford, Cambridge, Bonn and Heidelberg 
came back and made known the character of discipline 
found abroad. The knowledge of this discipline ob- 
tained in these two ways settled the whole question as 
to the mode of conducting American institutions of 
learning of the higher grade. It simply settled down 
to this: either relax the strictly narrow discipline of 
the college that was a religious hotbed, or close the 
doors of every such institution in the country. 

Nine out of ten of the youth of America would have 
gone to Europe to be educated if a change had not been 
made. There may have been 10 per cent. of the fathers 
and mothers of the country able to coerce their sons 
into attending the college where such strict discipline 
was exercised, but that ratio would not have been 
enough to support the American-institution and main- 
tain it on a level anywhere near that of the universities 
of Europe. Then paterfamilias and materfamilias, too, 
no matter how orthodox their religion, would have been 
compelled to send their boys to Europe in order to ac- 
quire the necessary education to compete with highly 
trained minds, and so we would have had a case of “out 
of the frying pan into the fire.” It is probably entirely 
true that the least strict American institutions are not 
so lax as the most strict universities of Europe, taking 


grade for grade. 
Now we are conscious of the fact that we are in a 


way pleading guilty to the charge made by the Chicago 
millionaire. No one at all conversant with the subject 
will deny that there is more or less carousing carried on 
by the young men who attend American colleges. But 
is this an exception or a case under the general rule? 
Are not young men in business living under their 
fathers’ own roof, bankers, Manufacturers, business and 
professional men of all kinds, addicted to these same 
vices more or less in their clubs and other places right 
in the shadow of the home? Is the young man at the 
American university likely to be “led into temptation” 
more than the one who remains at home? From our 
observation of the world we think the answer must be 
in the negative. 

Then there is another phase to this question. Is it 
well to hedge around with physical obstacles the way 
of the young man in the world to too great a degree” 
Is the monastery the best place for all men to dwell in 
order to keep out of the way of temptation? Is the 
man who must be so safeguarded likely to become the 
better man and the stronger character in the long run’ 
is not the truly good man, young or old, the one who “in 
the world is not of the world.” Let us assume for the 
sake of argument a child brought up tied to his mother’s 
apron string until he ig well along in his teens and is 


never permitted to join the baseball club or to rua with

his companions. Let us put this tender shoot of the 
hothouse in a school where the forcing process of mo- 
rality is still carried on and where he is guarded from 
every form of temptation by insurmountable barriers. 
Let him finish his education in this way, and then 
what? Uniess he is to be “a monk all shorn and sha- 
ven” he must be thrown into the world sooner or later, 
and then temptation must be faced. You may make 
this young man a clergyman, and so to the end of his 
days hedge him around with safeguards that will keep 
him in the safe and narrow path. But if he is a lawyer, 
a doctor or a business man, how is he, fresh from the 
hothouse, going to endure the rude storms of a wicked 
world of which he has had no experience’ 

The best answer to this arraignment of American col- 
leges is the lives of their graduates. Since this relax- 


_ation of discipline has taken place these institutions 


have turned out no end of Roosevelts and Tafts, men 
who filled the highest offices in public life, conspicuous 
examples not only of integrity, but of every higher vir- 
tue that adorns human character. Think you if college 
men were mostly sots, gamblers, ne'er-do-wells and un- 
desirable citizens we would have had to wait for the 
year 1911 for the Chicago manufacturer to discover this 
dreadful fact and make it known to a world shocked by 
the revelation’ 

Americans are charged: with being proud of their 
country and conceited of their attainments. They may 
well be so. They have many things to boast of and 
not one more so than their institutions of learning. The 
public schools of America are the most thorough and 
the most successful morally as well as mentally of any 
similar system on earth. Our higher institutions of 
learning match in every respect and surpass in most 
the best-known in any part of Europe, whether in the 
British Isles or on the continent. They are turning out 
a mass of finished human material as well equipped 
mentally as any other nation can boast of, and at the 
same time more highly moral and generally more truly 
religious than the young people of any other nationality 
in the world. 


AMAZING FINANCIAL FIGURES.

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UNCLE SAM’S PLANS. 


TO CHEAPEN FREIGHT RATES AND RE- 
DUCE THE COST OF LIVING. 


From Our Own Correspondent. 


‘ ASHINGTON (D.C.)—Uncle Sam is waking up 
W to the value of his waterways. The Presidential 
platforms of both parties during the coming cam- 
paign will have planks providing fur their conserva- 
tion, and the questions of irrigation, drainage and a 
national canal system wil! be canvassed from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific and from Canada to Mexico, The 
matter is already before Congress. There has been in- 
troduced into the Senate a bill providing that $500,000,- 
000 be spent within the next ten years upon the control 
of our water resources, and the scientists tel! me that 
if this Is done it will result in a saving to us of $1,000,- 
000,000 per annum. The proposed expenditure is to be 
made at the rate of $50,000,000 per year. It will cost us 
each year about 62 cents per capita, and the saving will 
be at the rate of $12 per capita, or twenty times the 
amount of the expenditure. This means 2000 per cent. 
profit, which, even in these times of multimillionaires 
and billion-dollar trusts, is a fairly good investment. 
The man at the head of the movement in the Senate 
is Francis G. Newlands, who bas for years ranked as the 
leader of our irrigation and reclamation projects, and 
who, as Dr. W. J. McGee, the secretary of the Inland 
Waterways Commission, says, is a quarter of a century 
in advance of the average statesman on such subjects. 


Billions in Water. 


But before I take up this great project for the regula- 
tion of our rivers I want to give you some idea of the 
water supply of the United States, and the part it has 
in the welfare of every man, woman and child of us. 
The man who knows more about this than any other in 
the country is Dr. W. J. McGee, and it is from him that 
the greater part of my information comes. During the 
past week we have been talking about the rainfall of the 
United States and where it goes. We have discussed 
our mighty rivers and the schemes for their improve- 


ment, and Dr. McGee has laid before me the plans for] 


a great series of ship canals which when completed will 
result in a saving of hundreds of millions of dollars in 
freight transportation every year. 

Our great irrigation sections of the West, where an 
acre or so will support a family, give some idea of the 
value of water in the production of food. Dr. McGee 
tells me that every pound of plant food we use has re- 
quired on the average 1000 pounds of water to make 
it. So that if you eat four pounds of vegetables today it 
would just take tons of water, or all that four 


two 


Dr. Willis Moore of the Weather Bureau has esti- 
mated that our annual rainfall averages about thirty 
inches the United States over. The best way to meas- 
ure this is by acre feet—that is, by covering a certain 
number of acres with water one foot in depth. The 
yearly supply measured that way would cover 5,000 ,000,- 
000 acres, which in area is equal to 200 States the size 
of Ohio, Virginia or Kentucky, or in volume to ten Mis 
sissippi Rivers running day and night all the year 
through. All this comes from the rain or snow which 
falls in one year. 

The distribution of this supply, however, Is very un- 
even. Draw a line north and south across the United 
States so that it will bisect Des Moines, la., and more 
than half of all the rain that falls will be found east of 
fhat line. The average precipitation over that tract is 
forty-eight inches per annum. It is the humid region 
of our country. From that line about 500 miles west- 
ward is ‘another territory which may be called semi- 
humid, where the rainfall is about thirty inches, and 
the whole remainder, consisting of about two-fifths of 
our country, includes the arid lands, where the average 
precipitation is only twelve inches. The other tract is

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horses could haul, to make that food. It takes even 
more water to make meat and eggs, for the food of the 
animals comes from the soil, and in addition they drink 
many times their own weight every year. Every pound 
of bread is equivalent to two tons of water used by the 
growing grain, and a pound of beef is equal to from 
thirty to fifty tons of water, which the animal has con- 
sumed directly or indirectly through its food. I can't 
tell exactly how much water each of you consumes in 
this way every year, but if you should eat 200 pounds of 
bread and 200 pounds of meat you will have consumed 
altogether more than 4000 tons of water in one shape or 
other, and this is withaut counting that which you use 
for drinking or bathing. , 

Moreover, as we have more or less food, we have 
more or less water, and #0, after all, it is water which 
regulates the size of our bread basket. Dr. McGee says 
that we have an annual water supply big enough to 
make food for a billion people, and he estimates that at 
the current rate of increase we will have that population 
in something like 300 years. This supposes that all the 
water be properly cared for, and that is what Congress 
is now asked to do. :

Nevertheless, we have, all told, an annual rainfall 
equal to ten Mississippi Rivers. We have measured the 
quantity and know that it falls.

His 
mind is so sharp that it can split a raindrop, and his 
vision so clear that he can follow the drop to the skies 
or to the bowels of old Mother Earth. He divides the 
rainfall into three—the run-off, the fiy-off, and the cut- 
off. One-third of all the water that falls, says he, flows 
into the sea through the rivers and the smaller streams. 
This is the runoff. A smaller amount soaks into the 
soil and saturates the rocks and finds its way into the 
The remainder, which is by far the most of the supply, 
evaporates and goes into the air to fall again as rain. 
This is the flyoff. This is the water which, in connec. 
tion with that from the oceans, loads the clouds and 
drops again upon the land.

At this time Eskimmerziene had in the neighborhood 
of $5000 which he had collected in his career of thiev- 
ery. For two years he lived on this capital, but his 
promises to the government were soon forgotten and he 
again took up his old trade. 

Under his command one of his braves killed a neigh- 
bor’s calf. Armed with a warrant, the Sheriff and a 
deputy attempted to arrest the offender. When they 
arrived at Eskimmerziene’s camp they found him drill- 
ing all his men in the tactics of the white man’s sol- 
diers. The man was not arrested. | | 

When the “Kid” was on the rampage, it was old 
Eskimmerziene, crafty as ever, who continually helped 
him, even hiding him, it is said, in his own hovse on 
one occasion when the pursuit was uncomfortable. So 
at last they packed Eskimmerziene, his baggage and 
his seven wives, off to Florida 

But Eskimmerziene had not exhausted his bag of 
tricks. Religion took him suddenly, and for the rest 
of his life he junketed about, attired in stovepipe hat 
and long black coat, preaching the gospel with the fer- 
vor of a darky evangelist. 

He asked permission to return to Arizona, but to the 
great relief of the Arizonans, the government preferred 
him in clerical garb to war paint, and so in Florida 
died old Eskimmerziene, worn out by a life of deceit and 
trickery, and if there is such a thing as the happy hunt- 
ting ground, no doubt the Great Spirit keeps careful 
watch upon the Apache chief. 


SUBSTITUTES FOR SALOONS. 

[Temperance:] There are in Birmingham, England, 
sixty-six social clubs in which no intoxicants are al- 
lowed. About forty are self-supporting. Eleven are 
carried on in what were formerly public houses. 
Twelve clubs meet only once a week, but all the others 
are open nightly except Sundays. Most of them are 
open Saturday afternoon also. 

A social listitutes’ union also converts five corpora- 
tion swimming baths into free social recreation halls 
in the winter months. These institutions are quite dis- 
tinct from sporting, trade, benefit, musical and other 
sectional clubs. There are also thirty-five Good Temp. 
lar lodges in the vicinity of the city. 

The Good Templars have many lodges open weekly in 
Birmingham and 200 in London; others can frequent so 
cial clubs and drink free temperance concerts if they 
will. Sir Thomas Whittaker and others are opening 
large temperance billiard halls about the country with 
many attractions of a wholesome kind; the churchmen 
and the Methodists have provided great social centers, 
and other churches are doing the like. It is therefore 
not a fact that workingmen go to the public house be- 
cause they have nowhere else to go.

UNIQUE VESSEL MAKING MAGNETIC 
SURVEY OF THE WORLD. 


By Alfred C. Pickells. 


T 18 RATHER difficult to find in this world a class 
4 | in which there is but one member. But there is one 
striking illustration in the magnetic yacht Carnegie. 
There ig no other vessel in the world like it, for three 
reasons; because It is the only vessel built entirely of 
non-magnetic materials, because it is the first vessel to 
“ply the great oceans propelled by a producer gas engine, 
and because it is the only vessel on which absolutely 
accurate magnetic observations can be made. 

To correct the world’s magnetic charts was the sole 
reason for its construction, because to be the medium 
by which thousands of these observations may be made 
at as many points over the various oceans js the mis 
sion which the ordinary yeasel is not fitted for. 

if one were lost In a broad expanse and knew some- 
thing of the heavens it would be possible to obtain one’s 
bearings so long as one could see the sun by day or the 


Rut the compasses on the yacht Carnegie are not 
influenced by such local conditions, and it is a singular 
eoincidence that though tren and steel made possible 
the construction of this vessel through the endowment 
of Mr. Carnegie, every effort was made to avoid these 
metals in its structure. The only magnetic material 
ased is less than 600 pounds in certain parte of the en- 
gine, and these are 80 far away from the compass ob- 
servation-rooms that their influence is negligible. Even 
the cutlery used on poard is made of Mexican silver. 

The first voyage proved the Carneszie’s worth The 
charts theretofore published gave a variation of the com- 
pass based on observations made only on ordinary ves 
sels. In October, 1909, on her voyage from Newfound- 
land to Falmouth, Eng. the Carnegie uncovered er- 
rors of the greatest importance to the mariner. These 
ranged as high as about two degrees in some places 
even on the three best charts published, subjecting the 
mariner to risk in case of foxxy or continued cloudy 
weather. In the work of the vessel during last July in 
the Indian Ocean errors in the charts as great as six de- 


grees were found. 

The Carnegie is apparently as strong 4s the best 
ateel-hulled craft afloat. very plank in its 155 feet 
of leneth is fastened with either locust-tree nalls or

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MEN OF KNOWLEDGE HAVE USEFUL 
PLACE IN GOVERNMENT. 


By Rene Bache. 


HE WINNING OUT of Dr. Wiley has given most 
people a clearer notion than they had before of the 

. formidable power wielded by the really big sclen- 
tific men here in Washington. The bureau of which he 
is chief is not merely a group of experimental] laborato- 
ries, but a great administrative office, charged with the 
enforcement of wide-reaching laws. 7 

Te cite another Instance, the greatest individual 
«eender of the government is a scientific man—Freder- 
+&% H. Newell. who is at the head of the Reclamation 
Service. In the last eight years he has paid out no 
jess than $65,547,000. 

We has done a good deal with the money, however. 
Mor one item, he has-constructed 5967 miles of canals, 
many of which carry whole rivers. He has built 2193 
bridges, and has completed three of the highest dams in 
the world—the best known of these being the Roosevelt 
Dam in the Salt River Valley of Arizona. Incidentally, 
he hae bored great holes through mountain ranges, and 
has excavated 73,666,000 cubic feet of earth and rock. 

‘All of this work has been done for the purpose of cre- 
ating artificial oases in formerly desert valleys by stor- 
ing water during the season of rainfall in huge reservoirs 
in the mountains and distributing it over the thirsty 
land in the dry months. During the present year $20,-

do original research work of one kind or another. 
Thus, for example, he made for the Treasury a series of 
tests of the effects of high explosives upon safes and 
vaults—the results obtained being published in the form 
of a bulletin which the newspapers spoke of jocularly as 
the “Burglar’s Guide.” 

Prof. Monroe has made some very interesting dis- 
coveries in regard to the explosiveness of certain things 
which are not ordinarily regarded as dangerous at all. 
For instance, in explaining the occurrence of occasional 
disasters in flour mills he has stated that the contents 
of a twenty-five-pound sack of flour mixed with 4000 cu- 
bic feet of air will, if ignited, generate force enough to 
throw a mass of iron weighing one ton forty-five miles 
up into the sky. Gunpowder is no more dangerous than 
common household flour if the latter be set afloat m the 
air. But sawdust, cork dust, finely-powdered starch, 
malt dust, or even soap powder will explode with 
frightful violence under similar conditions.

Frederic A. Lucas. The most unassuming person imag- 
inable, he would, in all sincerity, have you believe that 
it was mere accident which elevated him recently to the 
position of director of the great Museum of Natural 
History In New York City. 

Not very long ago Mr. Lucas was the “bone man” of 
the National Museum in Washington, and devoted most 
of his time to putting together the skeletons of a great 
variety of animals.

A TRIO OF STRANGE MONUMENTS IN 
FAMOUS GREENWOOD CEMETERY.

HOULD you ever take a stroll through Greenwood, 

the most famous city of the dead in the United 

' States, and known the world over, be sure and ask 

the sexton to point out “the three queerest monuments.” 

Tourists always ask to see them; in fact, when our Eng- 

lish cousins include Greenwood in their sightseeing itin- 

erary they always ask to be shown “those very amusing 
monuments, don’t you know.” 

Strange and amusing epitaphs are usually responsible 
for tombstones being pointed out as peculiar; but in 
this trio there is an exception, for no epitaphs or eulo- 
gies are engraved on the slabs of granite. It has been 
left to. the art of the engraver to tell the story of . the 
departed, not by words, but in pictures, as it were. 

Perhaps the quaintest of the trio is the family monu- 
ment of a Griffiths family who lived in Brooklyn in the 
early part of the nineteenth century, and many descen- 
dants of whom still live in Greater New York. There 
was nothing peculiar about the family history to bring 
them into any special prominence until] the elder Grif- 
fiths met with death under rather harrowing circum- 
stances. 

Christmas was but a little more than a week away, 
and, no doubt, that morning at the breakfast table they 
had talked over and planned the holiday festivities— 
Grandpa and Grandma Griffiths. If so, it was for the 
last time. Grandma Griffiths full of plans for the many 
little Griffiths, bustled to the door when her husband 
left for business, following him down the steps to give 
a parting injunction—possibly about the tree and the 
candles, mayhaps the toys and gifts that were to adorn 
the tree. Who knows? 

Grandpa Griffiths turned to listen, then as he heard a 
car coming around the corner he said a hurried good-by, 
Alas! just as he reached the curve the car struck him 
and he was killed instantly. 

What more fitting monument could be erected to the 
memory of the deceased than one depicting the last 
farewell between husband and wife that fateful morn- 


scription: “In Memoriam, Henry Chadwick, Father of 
Baseball, Born October 5, 1824. Died April 20, 1908.” 
Probably there is no more characteristic monument 
in the world than the third of this strange trio. It is 
approached by two stone steps on the granite posts of 
which are inscribed on either side the name “West.” It 
is a memorial of “Billy” West of Primrose and West 
fame, who has made more people laugh than any other 
minstrel in the world. Even the immortal little god 
Billiken had a rival In “Billy” West, for as a chaser of 
the blues he was a wizard. Nor could the grumpiest in- 
dividual resist the witchery of his smile. 

In the background is the seat of minstrelsy, empty to 
be sure, for how could there be an audience when 
“Billy” West Is no more. The monument itself is sur- 
mounted by a lifelike bust of the minstrel. All the

OLD PURITAN BIBLE BOXES, 


CARVED CHESTS FOR THE SAFE KEEPING OF COR 
IES OF THE SCRIPTURES. 


Almost invariably after some great wave of religions 
enthusiasm, we are confronted by strange fragments of 
salvage relicte of the emotional passion and religious 
ardor of a departed hour, says the Queen. Such wer 
the devotional carvings of the Middle Ages—the trip 
tyches, the private tabernacles, the beautiful little ivory 
madonnas. 

Among such memorials are the vast old Puritan Bible 
boxes. Cumbrous, ancient arks, into which the revised 
version of James I was once committed for safe wan 
and keeping. The sound oakboards with which they 
were made have resisted the tooth of time. 

In the long journeys of the men of the Puritan pe 
riod, when the Scriptures were part of the daily accom 
paniment of life, the province of these old boxes may 
readily be seen. Within the home they were made to 
contain these ponderous family Bibles in which, espe 
cially during the commonwealth, the head of the house 
carefully inscribed the birth, death or marriage of his 
children with other memorabilia of family life. Thx 
circumstance in the absence of other authentic ree 
ords, and the laxity of parish registers, has sometimes 
proved an invaluable aid. How little we could have 
spared, for instance, that volume in which Milton re 
corded the very hour and minute of his children’s birth, 

Ash wood was sometimes used in the manufacture of 
Bible boxes, but oak was the most popular from its s 
perior powers of resistance, for we must remember they 
were at times in the possession of ecclesiastical stab 
warts, the vigor of whose preaching was sometimes cal 
culated by the amount of damage done to the pulpit 
furniture. 

Throughout the commonwealth, and by the General 
Convention of 1656, traveling ministers were gratu> 
tously supplied with Bibles, & very expensive item; and 
in struggling pastorates the Book, with its appropriate 
coffer, often formed the sole effects of a new conver 
ticle. It is a curious fact that Bibles were sometimes 
subjected to raffling, even in those austere days. i 
1675 one Dr. Wilde bequeathed £50 for the purpose @ 
providing Bibles to be raffled among the poorer breth 
ren. 

Numbers of these old Bible boxes must have lingered 
on in the upper States of America after the establish 
ment of the Pilgrim Fathers, and most probably, as te

slabs in the vicinity. Towering above the low iron rail- 
ing in the rear, the huge granite block beckons the 
passer-by to pause and gaze at the monument. In bas 
relief carved on the upper slab is one scene of the story 
of that last morning. The quaint old brick Brooklyn 
house with its green shutters, iron-barred basement 
windows, stone steps and its ivy-grown walls are carved 
in bas relief in the background. In the foreground 
stands Grandma Griffiths on the steps, her hands folded 
decorously over her kerchief, her curls hanging grace 
fully over her bare neck. As if pleased with the picture 
she made, Grandpa Griffiths is pictured frock-coated and 
high-hatted, as was the custom of that day, leaning over 
the gate in an attitude of admiration. The rest must 
be imagined, but that is not 80 difficult, for even a sec- 
tion of the vehicle that hit Grandpa Griffiths as he hast- 
ened to the corner is realistically carved. 

Another monument that is a decided contrast to the 
low slabs and modest stones surrounding it is that 
which marks the resting place of Henry Chadwick, 
“father of baseball.” It is surmount by a huge 
sphere, seamed like a ball, and representing not only 
the baseball, with which he was so familiar, but the 
world itself in which once lived and moved the “father 
of baseball.” There are those still living who remem- 
ber the signature of “Old Chalk,” under which he wrote 
for over a quarter of a century in the Brooklyn Eagle, 
of which he was sporting editor. 

Two bronze bats crossed over a baseball glove are 
in bas-relief on one side of the monument. The small 
bronze name plate which faces the low mound, is in the 
shape of a baseball diamond. On this ts the simple in-

BACK TO THE FARM. 


A LITTLE REFORM IN RURAL SCHOOLS THAT WORK- 
ED A MIRACLE. 
{New York Sun:] Prof. Benson of the Department 
of Agriculture tells an interesting story about the revo 
lution that has taken place in some parts of the coun- 
try in the attitude of country boys and girls toward the 
farm. In the spring of 1907 he began an experiment to 
show the result of teaching something about agricul- 
ture to scholars in the rural! schools. 
“In March, 1907,” says Prof. Benson in an address de- 
livered before a committee of the Council of Grain Ex- 
changes, “I sent out a circular to thirty-four schools in 
Ohne county in lowa asking the teacher these questions: 
“How many boys above the fifth grade in your school 
expect to be farmers when grown to manhood’ 
“How many of the girls expect when grown to wom- 
anhood to have anything to do with the farm home and 
rural life? 
“Out of a-tetal of 164 boys enrolled in the thirty- 
four rural. schools above the fifth grade, 157 said: 
‘We will have nothing to do with farming in any shape 
or form; we will be doctors, lawyers, preachers, states- 
men, Presidents of the United States, anything but 
farmers.” 
“Only seven of them had the nerve to say that they 
would be farmers or have something to do with farm- 
ing when grown up into manhood. When I! received 
that report | was so interested in those seven boys that 
I made a special trip out to the schools where they were 
located and made some persona! inquiries as to why un- 
der the sun they had decided to become farmers. 
“Two of these boys had been associated pretty closely 
with P. G. Holden and M. L. Bowman. They had heard 
Mr. Bowman lecture on corn. They heard Prof. Holden 
There was one boy that had actually gone down to 
Ames and had taken the first short course that was put 
down there. There were three whose fathers had heen 
in short courses or farmers’ institutes and had got the 
spirit in some way. Then the other one—I am unable 
to this day to account for the index of his life. 
“Now this would not be interesting unless | give you 
the results obtained last spring (1910.) There was then 
a total enrollment of 174 boys in these same thirty-four 
schools. I sent out to them the same letter and the 
same questions, with the same precautions, and got the 
following report: 
“Out of the 174 boys 162 had changed their minds or 
had decided that they would be farmers or have some- 
thing to do with directing of farms, and not only there 
but somewhere else. And still twelve of them persisted 
in not having anything to do with farming. One, | re 
member, was to be a rural school teacher, and two or 
three of the others were going to be merchants, one a 
banker and so on. 
“One of the chief reasons for the changes that had 
been made was that I saw to it after getting the first 
report that every teacher in those thirty-four schools 
should get to work at once and teach by correlation, by 
general lessons and by class study the elements and ru- 
diments of agriculture and home economics, and | suc- 
ceeded that very year in getting thirty-one out of thirty- 
four to work. 
“Then the girls; we must not leave the girl question 


out of this. In those thirty-four schools there were 174 


girls enrolled. On the first census we have 163 girls 
who did not wish to remain on the farm and eleven who 
would stay on the farm. Well, that is a rather disas 


trous condition of affairs. But at the close of three 
years work along this line in these same schools out of 
a total enrollment of 178 girls 161 of 
will have something to do with the direction of the farm 
home,’ and seventeen of them still persisted in going to 
the city.”

It t's argued that this was a 
semi-aquatic creature, and that these were probably de- 
fenses against creatures of the air that might attack the 
monster while the lower portions of the body were sub- 
merged. A further theory is that they were used for 
fanning off mosquitoes that in those days were probably 
in proportion to the rankness of the growth of other 
things. It is even ventured that these sawbacks might 
have been used in cutting a way through the jungles of 
old. 


Other Weird Creatures. 


Mounted in the side of one of the great halls of the 
new National Museum is the skeleton of a trachodon, a 
small, duck-billed, semi-enake about the sige of a mod- 
ern camel. The bones of this creature were found in- 
tact and incased in the solid rock. The stone was 
shipped with the Marsh collection, and the experys have 
s0 cut away the foreign formation as to show the crea- 
ture as it rested in its native stone. The great slab has 
been completed and squared up, and now makes a part 
of the wall of the museum, the bones sti!) resting half 
imbedded in it. Others of these creatures have been re 
stored and stand gaunt and forbidding in the showcases 
of the display rooms. 

A similar piece of work has been completed with ref 
erence to the pteranodon, a combination aquatic and 
jungle creature of the air, more closely allied to the 
great bats of India than any other modern animal 
While the other creatures of its time. were lolling in the 
jungles of Wyoming and Colorado these huge winged 
things were circling over the seas of what is now Kan. 
sas. It was in Kansas that the bones of a coniplete wing 
of one of them was found and that enovgh information 
was amassed for a reconstruction. From this skeleton 
an artist's conception of the pteranodon has been drawn 
and is exhibited together with the fossi!] remains. 

When these creatures roamed about the world It had 
been about 10,000,000 years since animal life had begun. 
With the one-moleculed creatures of the séas the growth 
had gone on and on until it came to its rankest in this 
time, a period when huge reptiles dominated the earth 
Since that time an approximate 10,000,000 of additional 
years have circled around, and with them the reptiles 
have gradually lost their dominance and in their place 
the mammals have gained sway. Finally, man, the king 
of the mammals, has developed the capacity to take 
thought and to use tools and to jaugh, thus distinguish 
ing himself from the others, and through some or all of 
these qualities enabling himself to outstrip them. So in 
these days of the twentieth centurv the man is going 
back into the aeons that are gone and reconstructing the 
creatures that were dominant before him. When the 
world was half as old he finds strange conditions which 
he is just beginning to thoroughly understand. The sum 
total of his knowledge of those times is just now being 
greatly increased through the unfolding of the treasures 
of the Marsh collection at the National Museum. But 
enough of it has been restored to give a promise of what 
is to come. [tut it is safe that there is prosperct 
of getting sufficient creatures in papier mache to popu- 
late a well-equipped zoo, using only the creatures of this 


long ago.

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GROWING SWEET PEAS. 


SUGGESTIONS AS TO HOW TO PLANT THEM 
PROPERLY. 


By Ernest Braunton. 


| HE VERY BEST of our sweet peas are produced 
T during cool weather, for the plants do pot thrive 
in a heated soil. Some growers plant in early Oc- 
tober, for flower dealers like to have sweet peas dur- 
ing the holidays. Seeds may be planted any time now 
and will bring a longer period of bloom than those 
planted later. Barly and deep planting is necessary if 
one is to bave vigorous growth and luxuriant bloom. 
Frosts are not likely to seriously injure sweet peas in 
Southern California. Peas have fine, silky roots and 
need a deep, loose soll so that the trenches for seeds 
should be made a foot in depth, and no doubt deeper 
ones would prove an added benefit, for the full protec- 
tion of the roots from heat and drought must be in- 
sured. Most of the failures in local gardens come from 
shallow planting. In addition to the necessities noted 
it must be kept ever in mind that peas are gross feed- 
ers and drinkers, and after vigorous growth has started 
too much plant food and water can hardly be given. 
When the young plants show a tendency to climb they 
should be given immediate support, and nothing an- 
swers the purpose better than the so-called mesh 
“chicken wire” of coarsest screen. To conclude, sweet

peas need full sum, but cool feet; no sprinklings, but 
absolute drenchings of water; close picking of all blos- 
goms to insure a long and bounteous season of bloom. 
He who follows this method of care and culture cannot

OR MANY YEARS botanists believed the Royal 

palm of Cuba (Oreodoxa regia) to be identical with 
the one growing in the everglades of Florida. Now all 
are agreed that ours is a distinct species and it has also 
been placed in a different genus, being now known as 
Roystonia. With us the Royal palm does not seem to 
be-as hardy as another species known as the Cabbage 
palm (O. oleracea,) also native to the West Indies. 

The writer has not known of the Roystonia having 
been tried here, for it might prove hardier than the 
Oreodoxa. and if so it would prove a welcome addition 
to our leca]l palm collections. A few years ago two 
plants of O. oleracea were planted a little above Fre- 
mont Gate in Elysian Park and withstood the first win- 
ter without harm.

In plant breeding the closest search is made in 
all common flowers to find rudimentary pistils that are 
sufficiently receptive to be able to set seeds. When 
such discoveries are made there is great rejoicing. 


California Holly. 


HE CHERISHED HOLLY of our eastern States, the 

botanist’s Ilex opaca, whose bright, cherry berries 
and evergreen leafage are so familiar in our Christmas 
decorations, is not found on the Pacific Coast, but Call- 
fornians possess a very pretty substitute in the shrub or 
small tree which the scientist knows as Heteromeles 
arbutifola—an evergreen of the rose family, bearing in 
winter beautiful panicles of bright red berries. It is lo- 
cally called Christmas berry, redberry, and Toyon, be- 
sides California holly, the last name being perhaps due 
to the influence of the eastern tourist, who looks for 
holly at Christmas wherever he is, as an Englishman 
expects his bath. The shrub is qvite common in the 
Coast mountains, and from November to February the 
hilleides where it is well established are showy spec- 
tacles, owing to the exceeding abundance of the fruit. 
On the island of Santa Catalina, about thirty miles from 
the mainland, a yellow-berried form is found, but spar- 
ingly.

The writer has planted many Black Wattles in street 
and garden and carefully noted their behavior, and is 
firmly of the opinion that all need root pruning except 
they grow in sandy or gravelly soil. In the writer's 
garden, in a made soi! four feet deep, with perfect drain 
age and an abundance of plant feod, the mkin roots 
spread out less than six inches beneath the surface and 
this was also trve of the closely-allied species, A. mdl- 
lissima and A. dealberta. In like soils their behavior is 
identical with that of the pepper tree. Heavy pruning 
of the roots should be accompanied by an equally heavy 
reduction of the top. In this way a deep-delving, re- 
sourceful set of roots is thrown ovt and a self-sustain- 
ing, well-shaped top built up.

THE STRIPED RIVERS OF SOUTH AMERICA. 

In his article In Harper's Magazine on his recent e1- 
plorations of the great rivers of South America Caspar 
Whitney describes an interesting characteristic of these 
rivers. 

“One of the phenomena of this land of waters,” he 
says, “is the retention by each of its own color without 
diffusion to the very point of actual contact, even where 
the rivers differ vastly in volume. Black waters flow 
into white ones, and white ones empty into black ones, 
retaining their individuality up to the very edge, a vis- 
fble line of demarcation—on one side white, on the 
other side biack—unmingled and unexplained. Thus 
the puny black Atabapo joins the surging white Orinoco 
to no loss of integrity; the black Negro receives almost 
at right angles the odious white Casiquiare without con- 
tamination, and itself empties into the Amazon, not so 
much as tingeing the mud-colored waters of that michty 
river. Humboldt reports on the jlower Casiquiare, 
which I did not visit, a black and a white stream. both 
coming from the east, while of the rivers flowing in 
from the west, some are of white and some of black 
waier. Of the number of small streams coming into 
the upper Casiquiare from the east, those I noted were 
olive. These colors, which among white waters range 
from the really white Branco through many yellowish 
mud shades, and of black waters from the greenish and 
bluish and deep brownish to the really deep, dimost 
black, of the Negro, high up—are explained, the scien- 
tists maintain, by the character of the soll whence they 
take their source and through which they flow. Those 
rising among the decaying roots, leaves, and vegetable 
matter of the forests are the black, and the white those 
that have their seurce and course in the alluvia! and 
clayey soils. Yet the Orinoco has Its source in the 
heart of the mountain forest, and flows under their very 
shadow on the north until it sends off the pest-laden 
Casiquiare to the south.”

ORIGINAL OF “MRS. JARLEY’S WAX WORKS.”

FIELD NOTES. 
A Layman’s Experiments. 


HERE has been an increasing tendency of late 
T years toward semi-technical experimentation on 

the part of the practical orchardist. This tendency 
should he encouraged, as it takes nothing from our in- 
terest in purely scientific work and may add to our 
knowledge of good horticultural practice. 

J. R. Hodges of Covina has had certain investigations 
under way for some time in this tine that he has 
kindly described to me. His experiments may be sug- 
gestive to others, and I submit them with this idea ip

2. To determine a system of fertilizing that could be 
permanently maintained without detriment to the soil 
or tree. 

%. To institute a system of maintenahce that would 
introduce and continhe a regular supply of soil bacteria 
under the surface of the ground. 

4. To apply cultural conditions that would not inter- 
fere with the fibrous rgpt growth, assuming that the top 
soil was always the most fertile if it carried a fair de 
gree of moisture so as to maintain bacteria activity. 
To introduce a system of irrigation that would 
supply of moisture in the 
ground, and particularly on the surface, and that would 
not wash the land from the upper to the lower side of 
the field, leaving the land too dry and too wet alter- 
nating. ; 

6. To introduce a system of fertilizing that would be 
economical in proportion to the fruit produced. 

7. To determine in building up an old neglected tree 
whether it would be better to cut the tree down to a 
stump and grow new wood altogether, or leave the old 
wood and depending upon building from the same. 
_& To determine also what would be the effect on the 
fruit and the bearing qualities of the tree in keeping 
up a supply of moisture and fertilizer sufficient to keep 
up a continuous and regular flow of sap sufficient to 
maintain the tree in a growing condition at all time dur- 
ing weather. 

%. To determine the importance of maintaining a 
relatively high percentage of humus in the various 
stages and in such a way that the fibrous roots would 
have free access to it without mechanical Interference. 

EXPERIMENTAL METHODS. 

Mr. Hodges bought a city lot with a tew twenty- 
year-old Washington navel trees and one lemon. 
He cut down all but six of the trees, and with the lemon 
they were the trees used in the experiments covering 
the nine points. The trees had been neglected for three 
years prior to the purchase, had not been irrigated dur- 
Ing that time, and were entirely devoid of foliage. Two 
of them were cut down, leaving stumps eighteen inches 
in height. leaving the navel stub about one foot in 
height from which to allow suckers to grow. The other 
four trees were not disturbed. Treatment was begun 
on the 15th day of last January. Mr. Hodges’ first 
work was to build a permanent basin around each tree 
about four inches high, so shaping the basins that when 
irrigated, the> water would not get closer than eighteen 
inches from the trunk. Each basin was made sixteen 
feet in diameter, a dam run across the center of each to 
adapt the water level perfectly to the contour of the 
land and maintain an even wetting. The trees were 
twenty-two feet apart, which left the basin margins six 
feet from each other. A coating of barnyard manure 
two inches thick was applied to each circle spreading 
evenly, care being taken not to disturb the ground 

within the circles in any way. Then followed 80 cubic

feet of water to each tree, which was continued every, 


fourteen days trom January to September The mulch- 
ing was left undisturbed and no attention paid to the 
land outside the basins except to putl up the weeds. It 
required 500 pounds of manure, and the mulch is hold- 
ing out well at this time. ‘ 

In the first growth on the unpruned trees the leaves 
were puny, about a half-inch in diameter. The second 
growth about the average size and the third above the 


average. 
RESULTS. 


1. It will take slightly In excess of an inch of water 
to five acres to give the trees the required moisture 

2%. Present appearances indicate that’ the system 
might be maintained without injury to the soll, but with 
positive benefit to both trees and soil , 

3. About two inches of barnyard manure is sufficient 
for a good mulch without excluding the air and to al- 
low a slow decomposition without bacterial ferment. 

4. Without disturbing the fibrous roots with cultl 
vation they are free to make their regular growth. 
Many of them have grown six inches long during the 
season, whik on the trees not so irrigated in many 
places near the tree are dead. 

5. Bach tree received about 50 cents’ worth of barn- 
yard manure. To maintain the mutch for another year 
will require about half as much. The process will be 
followed witl emall quantities commercia) fertilizer.

Mr. Johnson has been closely connected with the im- 
portation of date offshoots for several years. In a con- 
versation with him a few days ago he stated that the 
importation of offshoots from Africa had been much 
greater than the public was aware of. At Mecca there 
are forty-five acres of imported date plants, and twenty 
acres in Imperial county. Mecca and vicinity has sev- 
enty-five acres of seedling dates also and Imperial about 
ten, totalling 150 acres in date groves in the Colorado 
districts. Arizona is also experimenting in date produc- 
tion, being the first district from which the fruit has 
been sold in quantities. Mr. Johnson is very familiar 
with the Algerian date farms. He finds that trees six 
years old grown at Mecca are as large as trees ten years 
old in Northern Africa. Commercial date production 
has not been demonstrated vet in the State, but it is 


on its way. 


Timely Organization. 

HE CALIFORNIA ASSOCIATION OF NURSERY- 
MEN is now fully organized and its officials are cast- 
ing the programme for the {irst annual meeting. I see 
some live nurserymen at the head of this enterprise, and 
it is time the more enterprising tree growers were gath- 
ering up the loose ends of the business and tightening 
up the strings all along the line. [t is a fact that no 
calling suffers so acutely from the dishonesty and ineffi- 
clency of a portion of its membership. I have heard the 
whole contingency berated because one of the cult had 
sold a bill of mislabeled trees, and well may the public 
complain of a careless or dishonest act upon the part of 
nurserymen that brings suffering to a whole generation. 
The shibboleth of the new association will be fair 
treatment of the public and a square deal from the peo 
ple in return. There is to be no secret understanding 
or selfish work if this institution carries out its aims. 
Its meetings will be public and its deliberations in rec- 
ognition that the people's interests must be served prop- 
erly as a business proposition. If this plan is carried 
out, much will be done toward the removal of suspicion 
upon the part of tree buyers. I once undertook to de- 
fend the nurserymen of this State at a fruit growers 
convention. In this defense I stated that no other State 
could show as great a proportional acreage of orchard 
trees true to name as can be seen in California. A 
grower was present who had been bilked in varieties, 
and he attacked my statements with such spirit that to 
one not knowing the facts it would appear that there 
was hot an honest nurseryman on the face of the earth. 
Good trees true to name is a vital subject in California. 
Competition in fruit growing is becoming a greater 
issue each year, and future development depends more 
than ever before upon the qualit, ; new orchard

wm AISING vegetables or fruit for market is a differ- 
et proposition than raising them for home use 
only. By market we mean placing produce on 


plants to be used straight or in mixture with lettuce in 
salads. Endive is as easily growns as lettuce, but chic- 
ory requires more care, to have the finest flavor. Not 
long ago, in my travels, a Frenchman who caters to high- 
class French family trade showed me how he grew this 
delicately-flavored plant to perfection. He sowed his 
seed in a seed bed, and when plants were quite large and 
strong he transplanted them into beds about four feet 
wide, with walks raised two or three inches to allow 
good irrigation. Over these beds he spread coarse straw 
or hay about three inches deep. This mulch was laid 
Moosely over the plants, and the plants were allowed to 
make their growth underneath the straw. This method 
causes the plants to “bleach,” and when cuit they look a 
little like blanched celery. 

Another method used by some growers is: As soon 
as large, healthy plants are obtainable, the “parsnip-like” 
roots may be lifted and transplanted into deep packing 
boxes. The boxes are, say, two feet deep, with six or 
eight inches of soil filled in and well settled. These 
boxes are covered with cloth or burlap and kept well 
watered. This process blanches the leaves in fine shape. 
Two or three boxes of one yard square surface will sup- 
ply a family through the season with the most delicately- 
flavored salad, or to serve as part of a mixed salad. 
. Chives are almost indispensable for a mixed salad. 
These are as easily grown as onions—either from seed 
or division of root clumps. There are many who also 
think their salad lacks flavor without the dandelion, but 


very popular with the American gardener. 
Suitable plants for salads are becoming more popular 
and important each year, and the market gardener that 
can produce the finest product finds ready sale. Nearly 
every one has enovgh space in thelr garden to grow all 
the salad plants that a family can use, of good, clean and 
fresh quality, surpassing any grown and marketed in 
the usual way.—[California Cultivator.

Of course it is not 
necessary for Uncle Sam to adopt any emblem at all, but 
other nations are to be represented by the shamrock, the 
thistle, the lily, the chrysanthemum, etc. Seriously the 
Indian corn is a most beautiful and graceful plant, and 
its adoption as a national flower would be appropriate, 
since it is a native of America and occupies an impor- 
tant place in the prosperity of the country. 

Without corn the earlier inhabitants of the United 
States would have perished. Today corn is everything 
to the American. He eats it on the cob and off, uses it 
in many kinds of foods, turns it into hogs and cattle; and 
distills it Into mountain dew. In Its sturdy vigor corn 
represents al] that is American. While it may droop 
under continued drought, it regains new life when two 
or three rains have fallen, and it yields a most magnifi- 
cent harvest. Verily corn is the keystone of American 
prosperity and we could go a great distance before we 
could obtain a flower more appropriate as a national em- 
blem.—[American Cultivator. 


Our Wild Grasses. 


N our rainy season when the grasses grow rank and 
lush and cover the mountains, the foothills and the 
valleys, and even the isles of the sea, with greenness, 
all grasses look alike and all look good. And all are 
good at that season; tender and appetizing for cattle 
and poultry to pasture on, and refreshing and agreeable 
for ourselves to look upon and walk upon and roll upon. 
But later—ah, then there's a difference in grasses we 
find—then come the prickers and stickers which work 
through our clothing inte our tender flesh like vicious 
live things and think nothing of putting out the eye of 
a fowl. For a fact, there are more species of atone te 
on this Coast which develop vicious tendencies than we 
ever before met with. There are broncho grass, cat- 
talls and others—oh, lots of others—and all are tipped 
with spears and javelins; but we are not writing a sci- 
entific article on the grasses of this Coast and their 
vicious tendencies; we simply mention these things by 
the way in our joy at finding one species of wild grasses 
that is good from start to finish. That is the wild rye 
grass which springs up everywhere with a little encour- 
agement and will go far toward choking out its vicious 
relatives along with vicious weeds. 

Cattle, bird, fowl, everything, along with ourselves, 
delight in this grass. Green or dry, stock or seed, all 
goes and all is good. It is an all-around good grass for 
farmer and poultry raiser, and all should take pains to 
cultivate it in place of the vicious grasses and weeds 
that spring up about the Pane. 


Potato Culture. 


ERHAPS the most important factor in potato growth 
is the seed. Tt is @ common custom among farm- 
ers to sell all of the fine big potatoes and keep the smal! 
unmarketable tubers for seed. In this they make a 
vital mistake.

A®* apparatus for plucking flowers and collecting 
seed consists of a tube connected with a pair of 
shears. At the forward end of the tube is a fork which 
is slipped under the flowers. The blossoms imprisoned 
between the prongs are severed by a blade traveling 
upon the fork and are dropped through the tube into a 
receptacie at the rear of the apparatus. 

The device not only collects flowers very quickly, but 
also without injury. When the flowers are plucked by 
hand it is almost impossible to break a twig without 
leaving behind a long sliver of bark. Sometimes even a 
whole plant must be torn up by the roots. The appa 
ratus can also be employed for collecting seed capsules 
which are often crushed when picked by hand, so that 
the seed is lost. The entire capsule drops uninjured 
into the receptacle at the rear so that the seed is pre- 
served.—([Scientific American.

A Menace to the Family. 


HE INCREASING prevalence of divorce in this 

country continues to excite amazement in some 

quarters, and alarm in others. What folly to be 

; re tilting against the windmills of “free love” and polyg- 

. amy, while the disintegration of the family, in the shape 
of consecutive polygamy, is steadily progressing. 

In the city of Chicago, in June, 1911, 392 divorces 
| were granted to 3850 marriage licenses. The ratio of 
> divorces to marriage is gradually rising, until it looks as 

if before many years they would be equal. Then where 
will the “sanctity of marriage”—and the family—be? 

The average annual number of divorces in the United 

States for five years was greater than the number in 
: all the rest of the so-called Christian world. There is 
’ no European country with a divorce rate half as high as 
re that of the United States. 

In an address recently delivered before the Califor- 

: / nia Club in San Francisco by Judge Thomas F. Graham 
: of the Superior Court, he said: 

“Our divorce laws may be changed to mitigate the 
evil, but the real cure can only be made by going to 
the root of the matter. 

“When marriages are made with more deliberation 
and forethought, when girls are trained to expect and 
take pleasure in the duties of wiféhood and motherhood, 
and are taught what those responsibilities are, and 
when boys are trained to respect the opposite ‘sex as 
a whole, the proportion of divorces will decline, but not 
until then.”” 

A wise judge. That is exactly what the editor of the 
Care of the Body has frequently stated, namely, that it 
is not more difficult divorce that we should aim at, but 
more deliberation—if necessary, more difficulty—about 
marriage. This view is confirmed by statistics com- 
piled from the records of the District Supreme Court at 

. c= Washington, D.C., which show that 40 per cent. of all 

oe the divorces in that district are the result of runaway 

matches. 

: Bourke Cockran of New York was recently quoted in 

. a London dispatch to The Times as making the follow- 
ing sensible remarks on the subject of divorce: 

“I am opposed to any divorce at all. We should either | 
prohibit it or make it free. Now we grant it chiefly by 
dragging in the question of infidelity, on which it can al- 
ways be secured. , 

“If we are to have polygamy I would prefer to have 
it as it is In Utah, where a man must support all his 
wives and not alone the woman who has his passing 
fancy. 

: “Divorce Is only about fifty years old. In a hundred 
. years from now if it is looked upon as broadly as it has 
been in the past few years, a man will have fourteen 
divorces as easily as two, which would utterly destroy 


> the fabric of Christian civilization and abolish the law 

: of succession. There then will be no home or family 

“t life. I want to impress it on the public that divorce 
. now only encourages polygamy as well as vice.” 


And here is an extract from a religious paper, the 
Christian Work and Evangelist of New York: 
“But why not accept a condition of free love and be 
» done with it? Why keep up the hypocrisy of marriage, 
either by church or city? Why not, if the health au- 
thorities wish to know who are living together in a city 
and to keep a record of children, simply compel the 
man and his mistress to go to the justice of the peace; 
and say: ‘We are going to live together for the pres- 
ent?” Why not set aside a large part of the city where 
huge communal houses, with plenty of playground for 
: . children, can be erected? They will need large play- 
. ‘grounds, poor things, not knowing father and mother 
7 love. But it is between this condition of free love and 
| a marriage system much freer from divorce than we 
now have, that the nation has soon got to make choice. 
And quickly, too, for even now, some docalities are be- 
cofuing practically free love. There are women in 
New York who when they meet one of their husbands 
cannot always tell, without thinking, if it is the one she 
is now living with.

they enter into a contract that is still, by some old- 
fashioned people, supposed to have for one of its pur- 
poses the begetting of children to people the earth. 


Spread of Consumption. 


HE FOLLOWING Associated Press dispatch from 

New York, recently published in The Times, con- 
firms what has been said here in regard to the absurd- 
ity of the idea that consumption can possibly be 
“stamped out” by what are known as “sanitary meas- 
ures:” 

“Tuberculosis is increasing here despite every effort, 
according to the annual report of Leopold Plant, presi- 
dent of the United Hebrew charities, 

“‘*Notwithstanding the propaganda against consump- 
tion,” his report says, ‘the number of those who have 
applied to us for aid because of the disease has in- 
creased 20 per cent. Our only hope lies In a radical 
change of working and living conditions. 

“‘Factories must be made sanitary, tenements made 
habitable; children must have room to play and men 
and women must not be overworked and underpaid. 
Otherwise society in all [ts strata will have to pay the 
penalty.” 

As frequently stated in these columns, consumption 
arises from within, not from without. It always begins 
in the stomach, and is caused by wrong eating. The 
only way to avoid it is to eat right, and the same is the 
only way to cure it. In addition you must, of course, 
breathe fresh air. That goes without saying.

Referring to inunction, the author says: “Covering 
the skin with oil hinders both the elimination of heat 
where surrounding atmosphere is cold, and the absorp- 
tion of heat when the atmosphere is heated.” Just so, 
In other words, it equalizes the temperature, making 
it a most valuable method to use In fevers. 

Writing on the subject of diabetes, Dr. Abbott cor- 
rectly states that “the rational management must there- 
fore aim at increasing the oxidation of grape sugar, and 
thereby preventing its elimination in an unoxidized state 
with consequent energy loss.” He goes on to add, how- 
ever: “There are no known medicinal agents or even 
any more of dietetic management which will accomplish 
this result.” This is incorrect. In diabetes the blood 
is overcharged with carbonic acid, and is deficient in 
sodium, calcium, magnesium, and iron. These elements 
are found in raw green leaf vegetables, and in fruits, 
such aS oranges, apples, prunes, grapes, strawberries, 
and melons, while they are lacking in meat, white flour, 
potatoes, polished rice, and are entirely deficient In re- 
fined sugar. Also, in cooking, these and other minerals 
are largely changed into the inorganic form, in which 
form they cannot be utilized by man or animals. Cal- 
cium, magnesium and iron are necessary to the forma- 
tion of the red blood corpuscles, which take up the 
oxygen into the lungs and carry it to the tissues for 
oxidation of carbon while sodium combines with the 
product of oxidation, carbonic acid, which is excreted 
through the lungs. 

“From this it may be seen that a carefully selected 
diet is of the very highest importance in the treatment 
of diabetes. Indeed, no complete cure of this disease 
can possibly be effected so long as the diet is neglected. 
An excess of sweets and starches is specially to be 
avoided.
